definitely accepted last night and the 
project is now In shape for further 
development 
The council elected a 


library board, Mrs. J. L. Hagan, J. K. 
Perkinson, Mrs. Frank Talbott, and 
Mrs. R. A. Scho^field being named 
for one year and George A. Lea, F. W. 
Townes. Miss Bland Schoolfiled and 
Mrs. Mildred Riddle bPlng named for 
two years. 
In addition to adopting 


the school bond ordinance, affirma- 
tive action was taken on an ordinance 
providing for a $50,000 sewer bond 
election which probably will be voted 
on the same time as the school bonds. 


The budget report was presented for 


the first time In its entirety last night. 
The three council committees submit- 
ted requests for appropriations which 


reached a total of $1147,294.50 dur- 
ing the fiscal year tUartlny May 1st. 
The committee, however, found that 
the estimated revenue by the city dur- 
ing that period would be $123,155.4C

stating that tho 


character pf the soil was not known 
and that to buy the land now would 
be precipitate action. 
Mr. Harrison 


concurred In the view and advocated 
the purchase of the Fagan property 
which is nearby. 
Mr. Townes Insist- 


ed on his motion but Mr. Harrison 
offered a substitute to refer tho whob 
matter back to the committee. 
This 


substitute motion was adopted where- 
upon Mr. Townoo asked the chair to 
relievo him of further servlco on Iho 
committee asserting that ho had given 
conscientious service, that ho felt that 
ho was right und that it was useless 
to refer tho matter back to the com- 
mittee with its present views. 
He 


said that he had been criticised by 
people of North 
Danville 
on 
the 


ground that ho had some personal 
interest and he voiced a vigorous de- 
nial to this report. 
The chair de- 


clined to relieve Mr. Townes although 
the latter insisted that It b£ done. 


Following this slight contretemps 


which have been notably rare In the 
present council Mr. Conway poured 
oil on troubled waters smilingly refer- 
ring to Mr. Gardner EL a 'roughneck', 
but in the kindliest spirit and not at 
al! in tho sense that the word is usu- 
ally meant. 
Mr. Conway stressed 


the necessity of submerging personal 
feelings and not to let defeats in de- 
bate rankle in the mind. 
His allu- 


sion to Mr. Garner, it should be ex- 
plained was th.at as chairman of the 
finance committee on whom many 
burdens fall he was physically anfi 
mentally equipped 'to stand the pum- 
mellng'.

•was convicted in "October, .1921, of 
murder and sentenced to 10 years 
in the state prison where he is now 
confined. 
Talley eluded officers" until Christ- 
mas eve when he was arrested near

He was brought back to Greensboro 
and placed in 'jail where he stayed 
until he was taken to Raleigh. 
Talley has maintained ever since 
he has been In Jail here that he did 
not kill McCuiston. 
Me charges Ed-

The letter . which Mrs.." Talley 
brought to the Daily 2^ew3 yesterday 
with the request tthat it be published 
follows: 


"On the eve of my departure from 
the 'county jail, here in Greensboro.
